•In the congressional rioted, yn?e 
4*1*8, of April "5, istu. is a list of more 
than eighty lines showing our total 
exports to Cuba, for the fiscal yearn 
ending June . ' 10 , lstn and I huh. ft will 
be noted tliut the reciprocity clauses 
were not in operation at uli in the first 
year and hud only begun to have full 
effect the first day of the second year. 
Let us take a few of the principal 
ortielea in the order of their aiuoiiuts 
I to see if two facts cannot be demou- 
I slrated. 

First, That the trade has markedly, 
notably, greatly increased. 

Second: Tliut this increase bus been 
of us great benefit to the funners in 
affording un Increased market for their 
products us to tile manufacturers in 
furnishing an increased market fur 
theirs. 

The first article is lard. In the first 
year we sent $8, 079,584; In tho seeouil 
year $4.083.1117, an increase of more 
than 11 K) per cent. 

The second item on the list Is wheat 
(lour ami, w hile this u manufactured 
product, no one will deny that so 
great an increase In thu exporta of 
wheat fiour must of necessity In- 
crease tlie demand ter the wheat from 
which it is produced, in the first year 
$501, 883; in the second year, $8,881,631, 
an increase of more than 400 per cent. 
We would not require many such Items 
as tliut to show the vulue of reciprocity. 

Tiie third in tho list is muehluery, 
which increased from $1,317,853 to $8,- 
708,030, more than 100 per cent. 

Tho fourth is wire, which Increased 
from $713, 80S to $1,331,071, more than 
UK) per cent.; tho fifth bourds, deals 
and planks, from $304,883 to $1,033,303: 
sixth, coal, from $388,808 to $887,818; 
seventh, hams, from $834,438 to $731, 
088; eighth, corn, which increased from 
$180,187 to $.>88,050, or nearly 500 per 
cent. 

It will be noted that the two which 
Imvc shown the greatest Increase, 
w heat fiour, ove'r 400, and corn, nearly • 
600 , arc the direct products of tho 
farm. The ninth item Is bacon, which 
increased from $1131,1)55 to $353,717; 
tenth, potatoes, from $138.:;.' t to $.534, • 
133, more than 800 per cent. 

Without going through TKt ptlttre 
list the foregoing is sufilcielit to show 
by a most striking example the effect 
of reciprocity, in these few articles, in 
one country. We said in effect to 
Spain: 

*‘i live us favorable duties on our 
principal products in your market, or 
we will retaliate on the products of 
your country. ” 

The immediate und visible effects 
arc seen in an Increase from 800 to 500 
per cent, in funners' products, and 
about 800 per cent, in many manufac- 
tured products. Then, too, this is only 
a beginning; there are other countries 
in which wo have done iih well, and 
tliero are many additional urtieles, the 
product of the farm and of the work- 
shop. whose exports call be fo t red by 
reciprocity.

I would be gl id to have some of 
the Ohio county teachers visit my 
school this year, aud especially would 
I like for you to come and make us a 
speech on education. Mr. Editor, 
can't you? Come by Lexington and 
the scenery will pay you 
for your trip. I never- saw rough 
country before, but it is grand. 

Times are dull here and everybody 
is complaining of the hard times. It 
rained ami hailed here yesterday and 
we are hoping lor cooler weather now.

TheC. 0. A S. \V railroad realiz- 
ed this tact, by the small amount nt 
cash they were receiving Irom Hart- 
ford tor freight, begun cutting rates. 
This with a shallow channel, utteu- 
times not navigable, and a sur- 
render by our merchants ot the great- 
er part ot their freight business to the 
C. 0. A S. \V. railroad, was so great 
a stroke at this enterprise, as to make 
it unprofitable.

This 
pledge was fuitlifully kept In view by 
the republican party while in power.

And the principles of this act, pre- 
pared by Madison, advocated by Ham- 
ilton and approved by Washington, is 
still the republican tdiibboliili. We 
are for a tariff for revenue, so adjusted 
ns to protect our own manufactures and 
thus furnish employment for our own 
labor. • 

Our political opponents do not stand 
on the same platform witii us. In spite 
of constant denials, in spite of the 
warnings and opposition of individual 
leaders in their own ranks, year by 
year they are growing bolder uml bold- 
er in their advocacy of free trade. This 
was the undoubted doctrine of the 
democratic party lie fore the eivil war, 
and back to this position they nrc 
steadily drifting us (lie inevitable re- 
sult of their fumlumentul doctrine of 
state rights. In 1848 their national 
platform declared "thut the fruits of 
the great political triumph of 1x44 
have fulfilled the hope , of the democ- 
racy of the union in the noble im- 
pulse given to the cause of free trade 
by the repeal of the tariff uf 1 *42, ami 
the creation of the more equal uml pro- 
ductive tariff of im" In 1856, they 
again declared, "the time Iris eoine 
for the people of the l uited Stales to 
declare themselves in favor of free 
seas and progressive free trade 
throughout the world."

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A Peculiar Plant. 

“One of the most peculiar plants 
J ever saw,” said O. E. Murdock, of 
Raleigh, N. C., “Is what is known us 
the Chinese pitcher plant. It derives 
its name on account of the peculiar 
formation of the leaves, which form 
a sort of a receptacle like a pitcher. 
During a six months’ stay *.n the 
Flowery kingdom I saw these singu- 
lar plants often, and never examined 
one that I did not find it contained 
about a half a pint of water, covered 
with a leaf which formed a perfect 
lid to the pitcher. The closed lid 
prevented the rain from falling 
into the pitcher, and so the water 
found in them must be the watery 
part of the sap exhaled from the 
pores on the inside. These plants 
are also common in Ceylon, where 
they are called “monkey cups,” us 
the monkeys frequently lift the lids 
and drink the water found inside. 
Whenever this is done, though, the 
exhalation after awhile fills the 
pitcher again.”

NtQRO ALMOST WHITE. 

The Remarkable Transformation In a 
Colored Boy. 

A most remarkable case of the 
disase or transformation known us 
leucoderma is thut of Warner Jack- 
son, who lives on a farm near Mid- 
dletown, Del. Ten years ago Jack- 
son, now in his eighteenth year, 
was a healthy, well-developed negro 
boy, as dark as the proverbial ace 
of spades. To day he looks as much 
like a white man as he does like a 
negro, and before another decade he 
promises to become os white as any 
white man. 

In 1884 Jackson observed the be- 
ginning of the astonishing changes 
which nature was about to make In 
his appearance. This was a minute 
white spot on the right shoulder, 
hardly larger than a pinhead. In 
three years the size of this white spot 
was equal to that of a silver half 
dollar. Several other spots mean- 
time made their appearance on dif- 
ferent parts of the body und the 
extremities. Other spots have ap- 



mlllions of workers, non** of w hich 
under present conditions are produc- 
ers of farm products, are all consum- 
ers ready aud willing to take abund- 
antly and for good prices. 

These farmers hnvc learned that it 
Is better to sell at home and in their 
own country ahd to their own people 
than to be obliged to send all their 
surplus to foreign countries where 
competition is already too great ami 
where the poverty of the people is such 
as to make them small consumers. 

They also know that to break up our 
present industrial condition will re- 
sult in throwing more than a million 
uon-produciug wage-workers out of 
work, reducing their capacity to pro- 
duce and consume, aud eventually 
driving many of them to the farm, 
where they in turn will be active 
competitors in the production of farm 
crops. , 

We of the United States consume 
ninety per cent, of all our agricultural 
products: the ten per cent, which wc 
uunually export more than supplies the 
whole foreign demand. If we double 
this export we will reduce tho price 
vp ry greatly. It would require but a 
slight decrease of the cousumptlon in 
our own country to increase this pro- 
portion of exports to twenty-five or 
even thirty per cent, of our total prod- 
uct. Should this come to pass the 
farmers will find that the ruilwuys will 
make more money (they will bo sure 
of their freight, any way); the middle- 
man will get his commission all the 
same; the steamship companies will 
get their carriage; the European will 
get our corn und other products at 
half the present price, white our farm- 
ers, enjoying the blessingof free trade 
in tho United States, will be bolding 
the empty bag with nothing to show 
fur the returns. 



AN AGRICULTURAL INTEREST. 

tlfvcll of Democratic Legislation on the 
Live Slock llualnena. 

It is proposed to legislate in the 
interest of the stock raiser of Can- 
ada, Central America. Mexico and oth- 
er foreign countries and against that 
of the American stock raiser. Under 
the McKinley itet there Is a specific 
duty of $80 per head on horses valued 
at less than 8150, and 30 per cent, ad 
valorem on all valued at $150 or over. 
The pending measure fixes the duty on 
all horses Imported at the low rate of 
20 per cent, ud valorem. 

Now, what must be the inevitable 
effect of this change on the American 
horse' raiser? During the fiscal year 
ended June 80, 1893, we imported into 
this country , 12,248 horses valued at 
less than $150 each, and 382 valued at 
8150 and over, In all 19,830 head of the 
total value of 81.154,483.50, and oa 
which we collected a duty to the 
amount of 8307,440. Now, during the 
three years— 1887-1889 Inclusive— imme- 
diately preceding tho enactment of the 
McKinley law, the duty was but 20 per 
ceut. 

We Imported horses of the aggregate 
value for these three years of $7,308,- 
437, or of the average annual value of 
82.430,145; while for the three years — 
1891-1893 Inclusive— Immediately after 
the enactment of the McKinley law, 
the annual value of our Importations 
was but 81,189,621, or less annually 
than for thu three preceding years by 
81.940.524. 

□ There were In the United States In 
1890, according to the census, 14,213,- 
887 head of horses of the value of 8978,- 
610,562, while according to the latest 
statistical abstract there wer- on the 
1st of January last (1804) In tills coun- 
try 10,081,201 head, or an increuse in 
the number in the past three years of 
an increase over the 
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chungt* is complete. One peculiar 
feature of the fuse lies in the devel- 
opment of the left side, the right 
being considerably less strongly 
marked.

9,303 head of horses of the value of 
82,114,703, as against 7,022 head of the 
value of $1,350,850 exported for the 
three years 1887-1889, preceding the 
McKinley law. 

Hut what is true of horses Is also 
true respecting cattle. This great 
agricultural industry Is also assailed 
by the Wilson bill in the same ruth- 
less und, it would seem, senseless man- 
ner. Under the existlug law there Is 
a specific duty of 82 per head on all 
cattle one year old or less, and 810 per 
head on all more than one year old, 
which is equivalent to 43 58 per cent, 
on the former and 08.22 per cent on 
thu latter. The pending Wilson bill 
proposes to change all this to 20 per 
oeut, ad valorem on all oattlu of what- 
ever age. <>*, In other words, to reduce 
the tariff to about on*- third the pres- 
ent rate. Now, what has beon the ef- 
fect in its advantage* to the American 
cattle-raiser ky tka McKinley act and 
the protective pulley, und what will 
probably be the effect of this proposed 
change In this policy?
